ALWAYS ON HAND 


Atroctous Crime Result of Pay Day Or- 
gie—John Ketczscki, the Murderer, 
Captared st Lundbreck Monday— 
ituls One of Oldest Miners 'n Pass. 
A foul murder in which Angus 

Ruis, one of the oldest miners in The 
Pass was the victim, resulted from a 
pay day drinking and gambling orgie 
Saturday evening. Ruts was stab 
bed in the heart about 9:30 o'clock 
Saturday evening and died at Dr. 
Malcolmson’s hospital at 3:15 Sunday 
afternoon. John Kulezycki, the 
murderer made his escape from 
Frank but was captared at Lund 
breck Monday. He was brought 
back to Frank and given a prel:min- 
ary hearing Tuesday, resulting in 
his being committed for first degree 
murder. He was sent to Macleod 
barracks Tuesday evening. 

Saturday was pay day in Frank 
and as the month had been a good 
one, money was plentiful and drink - 
ing Was general. Angus Ruis was 
ainong those whoimbibed freely and 
was intoxicated when in the evening 
he either gathered or joined a crowd 
of slavs and repaired to shack No. 5, 
situated near tne railway ' 
crossing to the mine, to have a game 
of Black Jack. In the party in addi- 
tion to Ruls were Pete Sampson, Pete
